MUNICIPAL BY-LAWS 
TOWN OF COMOX 





By-law 430 





A By-law to Expropriate a Right-of-way 
for the Construction of a Trunk 
Sewer-line 


WHEREAS the Council deems it neces- 
sary and in the public interest to expropri- 
ate for sewer purposes the right-of-way 
hereafter described: 

Now, therefore, the Council of the 
Town of Comox, in open meeting as- 
sembled, enacts as follows: 

1. This by-law may be cited for all pur- 
nee as “Comox Expropriation By-law, 
1 ae 

2. The Council is hereby authorized 
and empowered, for the purposes of con- 
structing and installing sewerage works, 
to expropriate, break up, take, enter into 
possession, and use in perpetuity over, 
through, under, and upon that land here- 
inafter described, without the consent of 
the owner of said land. The said land is 
situate, lying, and being in the Town of 
Comox, in the Province of British Colum- 
bia, being more particularly described as 
Lot 1, District Lot 87, Comox District, 
Plan 3387 (except Plan 16091). 

3. The rights expropriated by this by- 
law shall include the rights to construct, 
install, inspect, maintain, operate, prepare, 
improve, extend, and enlarge sewer pipes, 
manholes, and all other necessary ap- 
purtenances and works (hereinafter called 
“the said sewer works”) over, through, 
under, and upon the said right-of-way, 
and the right to have unobstructed access 
to and to enter upon the said right-of-way 
at all times with men, equipment, machin- 
ery, and materials for all aforesaid pur- 
poses. 

4. The Council shall file plans and 
specifications of the said sewer works with 
the Clerk who shall, on receiving the 
same, issue the statutory notice required 
by section 483 of the Municipal Act. 


5. The Council shall, by its servants, 
agents, and licensees, exercise the rights 
hereby expropriated in a good workman- 
like and reasonable manner. 


6. For the purposes of aforesaid, the 
Town of Comox, by its servants, agents, 
and licensees, is hereby authorized to 
enter upon the hereinbefore described 
lands or any part thereof for the purposes 
of digging, excavating, and moving soil, 
rock, gravel, vegetation, or other matter 
for such sewer works as in the opinion of 
the Municipal Engineer may from time to 
time be necessary, and to lay or install 
pipes, manholes, or connections on or un- 
der the said lands, and from time to time 
thereafter to enter upon the said lands for 
the purpose of inspecting, cleaning, re- 
pairing, maintaining, replacing, removing, 
or stopping up any such pipes, manholes, 
or connections. 

7. Any real property injuriously af- 
fected by the carrying-out of the installa- 
tion, Operation, or maintenance of the 
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aforesaid sewerage works may be entered 
upon by the workmen or the employees 
of the Town of Comox, or by the con- 
tractors employed by the Corporation to 
carry out the works, and they and each 
of them are hereby authorized so to enter 
and order to execute such works of con- 
struction, maintenance, or repair, in miti- 
gation of injury done or apprehended, or 
in mitigation of compensation claimable 
by reason of or through the carrying-out 
of the work authorized.

Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shal! be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days

(c) Subject to the Co-operative Asso- 
ciations Act, to enter into partnership or 
joint ventures with, to lend money to, to 
guarantee or become surety for the in- 
debtedness or obligations of any corpora- 
tion organized on a co-operative or non- 
profit basis.
